|, Government Lighthouse Service at 
Washington Had Started

RALEIGH, N. C.. Feb. 16.— 

Col. Charles A. Lindbergh tonight 
rested at the Hatteras inlet Coast 
Guard station, awaiting better 
weather.

For the second time in two 
days friends, officials and fellow 
airmen expressed concern when 
the flyer failed to arrive in Wash- 
ington on his return from inaugu- 
rating the air mail route to Pan- 
ama.

WHO ‘VOTE 


DRY AND DRINK WET’ RAKED 
BY REED IN SENATE SPEECH 


| Missourian i in Brilliant Ora- 
‘torical Effort Declares 


Prohibition Law the Na-’ 


tion’s Greatest Crime.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—At the 


very top of his oratoricat powers, 


Senator Reed of Missouri. in one of 
the laxt speeches he will make in 
the Senate, delivered late this aft- 
ernoon as savage an indictment of 
the prohibition laws as has ever 
‘been heard in Congress. 

His right arm a menacing flail 
as he glanced to right and let at 
his colleagues, Reed assailed the 
hypocrisy of men who “vote dry 
and drink wet,” and declared tnat 


he had been tempted to male a list 


ot their names. 

“I do not®know but I sh ad do it 
yet,” he added. 

Reed's speech was part of the 
debate on the Jones bill, which 
proposes a drastic increase in the 
penalties under the prohibv**s 3n 
laws. But he did not confine him- 
self to the bill; he went into the 
whole question of prouibitio:. He 
was in midflight when, at the end 
of 25 minutes, time was calléd on 
him by the presidihg officer; who 
drew attention to a unanimous con- 
snt agreement limiting each Sena- 
tor to 15 minutes on the ‘ill and 
1”- minutes on any pending amenc- 
i) uit. 

An audible sigh of disappoit- 
mernt went up from the gall¢rics. 

Colleagues to the Rescue. 

Immediately Senator Bruce of 
Maryland moved that Reed be al- 
lowed to proceed. Senator Jones of 
Washington, the dry leader in 
charge of the bill, made a point. of 
order against the motion and was 
sustained by the chair. Senator'|, 


Harrison of Mississippi asked that}, 


the agreement be modified by unan- 
imous consent so that reed might 
continue. Jones objected. Blaine 
of Wisconsin renewed the *equest. 

Observing that the debate lad 
tecome interesting, Senator Borah. 
who had listened closely, suggested 
that the Senate take off the time 


limit and allow the prohibition is-}- 


sue to be thoroughly debate’. 

In an effort to get more time for 
Reed, Senator Johnson of Califor- 
nia offered another amendment to 
the bill. This would have had the 
effect of permitting Reed to pro- 
ceed for another 10 minutes. 

Senator Glass of Virginia re- 
marked that the Senate sliould not 
be required to resort to such a sub- 
terfuge in order to allow full dis- 
cussion. 

‘onator Blease of Sout). Carolina 
served notice in a belligerent tone 
that if Reed were not allowed to 
speech, he (Blease) 
would. permit no more unanimous 
censent agreements at this session 
of Congress. The upshot of it all 
was that Senator Jones. saying that 
he enjoyed hearing Reed speak and 
would not stand in the way of the 
Senate’s desires, accepted Borah’s 
suggestion. The Senate t 2n_ re- 
moved the time limit until 4 p. m. 
Monday, when ‘t will again become 
effective. Reed thanked the Sen- 
ate and resumed his speech, con- 
tinuing\for 45. minutes. He is ¢x- 
pected to speak again Monday. 

An Unprecedented Compliment. 

The action of the Senate in 
clearing the way for Reed. in spite 
of its previous agreement to choke 


off debate, was without precedent. 


It was a remarkable compliment to 
who is soon to 
leave the Senate after a service of 
18 years. Only two or three other 
men in the Senate could conceiva- 
bly have received uw similar tribute. 
The bill to which Reed addressed 
himself would increase the maxi- 
mum penalty under the Volstead 
act to a fine of $10,000, imprison- 
ment for five years or both. The 
present maximum for a first of- 
fense is a $1000 fine or a. six 
months: jail sentence. Passage of 
the bill has been ardently sought 
by the Anti-Saloon League and dry 
organizations generally, and by 
Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrandt.

All over the continent, Govern- 
ments are lending aid to clear the 
snow-buried tracks of internation- 
al railway lines, and some are xgiv- 
ing right-of-way to precious fuel 
shipments for suffering neighbors. 

In Czecho-Slovakia, formal war 
has been declared’ on king winter 
Premier Frantisek (drgal today or- 
dered haif of the standing army of 
500.006 men to open an offensive 
on the huge accumulations of ice 
and snow which for a -forthigh’ 
have paralyzed communications. It 
was estimated that the task wil! 
take four weeks unless the men ar- 
reinforced by a warm sun. 

Famine is abroad in the Ruma- 
nian province of Bessarabia, from 
which the snow block the generotu- 
aid offered bv the Government an? 
foreign agencies. Starvation is be- 
ing staved off in Vienna by public 
soup kitchens, while Germany is 
rushing coal’ by rail. 

Ten entire trains are missing. und 
have been for days, in Jugo-Slavia, 
although in Serbian Macedonia 
spring has launched a counter of- 
fensive. This is not without its 
dangers. however. for the warm 
rain which fell today, thawing riv- 
ers and iakes. brought the new 
threat of floods.

Latter Group Has REE 
tional Headquarters in St. 
Louis—Reformed Church 
Also in Merger Plan. 


By the Associated Press. 

LANCASTER, Pa., Feb. 16.—The 
tev. Dr. George W. Richards, 
president of the Reformed Theo- 
logical Seminary of Lancaster, an- 
nounced today that a plan to bring 
about the union of the Reformed 
Church in the United States, the 
Church of the United Brethren in 
Christ and the Evangelical Synod 
of North America, would be made 
public within the next few weeks. 

Commissions of the three 
churches have prepared the plan, 
and referred it to their respective 
denominations for aceptance. 

If accepted, the supreme gov- 
erning body of the United Church 
would be known as the General 
Council, and would supplant the 
governing bodies directing each of 
the churches. The subordinate 
bodies would continue with the 
same name and function as they 
now possess, such as the classes, 
the annual conference and the dis- 
trict conference. 

Dr. Richards, who has had a 
large part in forming the plan, 


‘isaid that the doctrinal standards 


of each of the three churches are 
accepted as in substantial agree- 
ment, and as in harmony with the 
statement of faith composed of 
seven articles which are a part of 
the plan. 

“So far as worship is concerned.” 
he said, “the freedom enjoyed bv 
the three churches at present 
would not be interfered with in the 
united church,” 

Three denominations of German 
origin, with members numbering 
1,250,000, would be brought to- 
gether. The Evangelical Synod is 
strong throughout the Middle 
West, especially in St. Louis. The 
Reformed and United Brethren 
Churches are closer in,-relationship 
the United Brethren Church being 
an offshoot of the Reformed and 
Mennonite Churches. 

The plan was prepared by the 
three commissions meeting in joint 
session from time to time since 
March. 1928. The last meetine 
was held in Dayton, O., Feb. 6 an 
7. It will be presented to each 
church's general meeting for ratl- 
fication this spring. Each ehureh 
will vote according to its constitu- 
tion. and when two or three 
churches accept the plan, delegates 
would be chosen by each to organ- 
ize the new church—the United 
Church in America.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Testi- 
fying before the House TFYoreign 
Affairs Committee on the Porter 
resolution to permit the President 
to place an arms embargo against 
the aggressor nation in a war, 
Secretary of State Kellogg declared 
today that it would be an un- 
neutral act for the President to 
determine the aggressor. 

If such power were given the 
President, he said, “you would 
hardly expect him to use it.”

Embargoes Often Valueless. 

Kellogg said that arms embar- 
goes were often valueless and that

Although he declined to give the 
Porter resolution his approval, 
Kellogg said he saw no objection 
to it. The resolution, he said, in- 
volved the long established policy of 
this Government to permit its citi- 
zens to sell arms and munitions 
to foreign warring governments at 
their own risk.

Bell and A. B. Bouton, to niake an 
extended investigation. 

Their report bristled with allega- 
a and evidences of fraud. The} 
found that the applicants for leases 
“have been guilty of fraud, had 
knowledge or reasonable ground to 
know of fraud, and have not acted 
honestly or-in good faitn.” More- 
over, they reported that the appli- 
cants were requesting a greater 
a¢reage than was permitted under 
¢he law. 

Leases on the choicest lands in 
Salt Creek are based on claims 
originally held by William Hen- 
shaw and William Fitzhugh. Bell 
discovered that Hen- 
shaw, a California capitalist, had 
financed Fitzhugh, an engineer, in 
staking claims .on land that 
might contain oil. Under their con- 
tract, F itzhugh received one-fourth 
and Henshaw three-fourths of the 
money for which these claims later 
were sold.

( Claims in Many Names. 


The law, of course. limited the 
amount of land which one person 
right claim. ‘To avoid this, Fitz- 
hugh made claims in. his own 
name, his wife’s name, in the name 
of Henshaw and Henshaw’s wife, 
and in the names of Fitzhugh’s em; 
ployes. Bell and Bounton pointed 
out that this was in violation of 
law, which provided that the 
claimant must request the land for 
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his own personal use and occu- 
pancy. 

Manv other claims in the field 
were found to have been of similar 
character. When oil was found 
these claims, or leases based on 
them, were purchased largely bv 
paper companies formed in Den- 
ver for that purpose. Eventually 
all these leases were bought up 
by the Midwest, the principal fiz- 
ures in their acquisition being 
Blackmer. his attorney, Karl C, 
Schuyler, and Oliver N. Shoup, 

The Government,: as owner of 
the land, receives royalties on all 
the oil produced, and sells the rov- 
alty oil to the highest bidder. In 
1922 a contract was awarded Harrv 
Sinclair for the purchase of a large 
amount of this royalty oil. by Sec.

‘contract an option which permitted 
Sinclair to renew it. at the same 
price, at the end of five years. 


Years later the Teapot Dome in-

seven public officials who oc- 
cupied positions of power during 
the height, of the period of gang 
rule, terrorism, bloodshed and 
flagrant law violation, Southern 
Illinois believes it has blotted out, 
as well as it can, the ugly record 
of eight years during which- 58 
persons were slain in a series of 
outbursts which carried the name 
of “bloody Williamson” around the 
world. 

One of the wealthiest counties 
of Illinois in points of natura) re- 
sources, Williamson County now 
looks forward to a period of peace 
and prosperity for the first time 
in many years. For two years, 
since it elected a law-enforcement 
sheriff, it has been getting on its 
feet. In the final chapter of re- 
adjustment, written last week, the 
Mayor, Chief of Police and Water 
Superintendent of Herrin, largest 
city in the county, having a popu- 
lation of 15,000, were convicted of 
conspiracy and turned out of of- 
ice. 


Wine the recent conviction by 


Birger Gang Destroyed. 
During the past year, the Birger 
gang of gunmen and liquor runners 


has been destroyed; Charlie Birger, 
leader of the outfit, has been 
hanged for murder; most of his 
henchmen are in prison, several for 
life, and a few others ore fugitives 
from justice. The Shelton brothers, 
once at war with the Birger gun- 
men, have decamped beyond Wil- 
liamson Courity’s lines while the 
mine riots of 1921 and the succeed- 
ing period of Ku Klux Klan domin- 
ance and bloodshed are almost 
ancient history. 

Williartson County’s’ troubles 
were divided into three separate 
periods,—mine riots, Klan rule and 
gang terrorism. The periods met 
and overlapped into a continuous 
narrative in which one exfra-legal 
power succeeded another in domi- 
nance, with the flagrant violation 
of the prohibition laws and disre- 
spect of the constituted authorities 
ever important factors. 

It was in the early summer of 
1921 that travail began. A mob 
of coal miners, infuriated by a 
long series of outrages, marched 
°1 strike-breakers from the work- 
ings’ of the Lester strip mine and 
shot them to death, hacking their 
bodies with the brutality of 
wolves. Fifty-seven miners were 
indicted for the murders but no 
one was punished because the ac- 
cused men had the support of their 
fellow workers and the business 
men feared to lose the trade of the 
mine workers. 

Coming of the Klan. 

Bitterness ands disrespect for 


law came close on the heels of 
the massacre. Williamson Coun- 


ty scoffed at the prohibition laws, 
while public officials looked the 
other way, and every man who 
knew how to use one carried a 
pistol, In this hotbed, the Ku 
Klux Klan sprang into being and 
with it two figures who were to 
be the opposing leaders in a ruth- 
less feud for almost four years. 

These two men were 8S. Glenn 
Young, the klan leader, and Sheriff 
George Galligan. Young, a dis- 
charged Federal prohibition agent 
who boasted of the score of notches 
on his pistol, was one of the Lester 
strip mine’s guards at the time of 
the 1921 massacre. Galligan was 
one of Herrin’s good-natured, smil- 
ing “town boys" who had siapped 
backs and swapped jokes in the 
corner saloons of pre-pronibition 
days. 

In Young, the Ku Klux Klan ele- 
ment saw an earnest, upright man 
with a passion for reform. By co- 
incidente, perhaps, they chose him 
as their leader at a meeting held on 
the night in November, 1922, when 
Galligan took office as Sheriff of 
Willidmson County. 

Glenn Young’s Raiders. 

Galligan, an ardent opponent of 
the klan, raided stills from time to 
time, but hel@ to the contention 
that his two deputies hai enough 
to do in carrying on court business 
and office routine. Young pledged 
himself to put every bootlegger in 
Williamson County out of business. 

Christmas eve. 1923, saw tne first 
of the klan raids. Some 290 men, 
armed to the teeth, swept through 
a score of speakeasies under 
Young’s leadership. The raids went 
on, but the staider klansmen with- 
drew. as the violence of ihe more 
reckless crusaders increased. 
Young’s followers boiled down to a 
gang. of gunmen and there vere in- 
creasing stories of petty thefts from 
raided homes, of houses burned or 
dynarnited, of indiscriminate shoot- 
ing and general property destruc- 
tion. 

With the growth of Young's 
power, Galligan drew to his side a 
hard-boiled crew of anti-klansmen. 
Ora Thomas, a former saloonkeep- 
er and convicted bootlegger, be- 
came his chiif deputy. The shel- 
ton brothers of Bast St. Louis, who 
had scores to settle with Young, 
became leaders on the anti-klan 
side. In Saline County, adjoining. 
Charlie Birger, gangster, bootles- 
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rise to a position of feudal power, 
took sides against the klan leader. 
Galligan’s “Conviction.” 

The Ku Klux Klan "rose to the 
apex of its power on the night of 
Feb. 8, 1924, after the forces of 
Galligan and Young clashed in the 
streets of Herrin. A klansman was 
killed and hig associates took 
charge of the city. Galligan, 
Thomas and Hezzie Byrn, the other 
deputy, were “arrested,” and 
thrown into jail. Young sat on the 
magistrate’s bench and adjudged 
Sheriff Galligan “guilty of mur- 
der.” For several days the kla 
held supreme authority. , 

During the ensuing year, Young 
was wounded and his wife was 
blinded during an attack by anti- 
klan gunmen. In a reprisal which 
followed, an _anti-klansman:, was 
kilted from ambush near Herrin. 
A few weeks later Sheriff Galligan 
and has forces battled with a band 
of klansmen in Herrin and four 
men were killed. In January 
1925, Thomas and Young met in 
the cigar store of the European 
Hotel and shot it out. Both died, 
together with two of Young’s fol- 
lowers. 

With the passing. of its leader 
and -a revulsion of feeling against 
its methods, the power of the Ku 
Klux Klan waned and the quieter 
residents of Williamson County 
looked forward to .péace and a 
measure Of law enforcement. Sher- 
iff Galligan was preparing to pack 
away his pistols and machine guns 
and rétire to private life with the 
expiration of his second term in 
December, 1926. 


The, Primary Day Murders. 

But Herrin was to see one last 
scene of wholesale murder in its 
streets. On primary election day 
in April, 1926, armed men swept 
into the city and in the resultant 
clash six men were killed. Dur- 
ing four years, since. the mine 
Massacre, 20 men had been slain. 

The causes of this last Herrin 
disturbance were variously given. 
Some observers sought to/classify 
it as a final outburst of klan and 
anti-klan hatred but ‘later evi- 
dence pointed to the ‘conclusion 
that it was an attempt by Birger’s 
gang. to intimidate the woters of 
Herrin and defeat the hopes of 
the present Sheriff, Oren Coleman, 
who had pledged himself to end 
Wholesale law violation and gang 
rule, Coleman won § overwhelm- 
ingly and his conduct-in office haus 
not been criticised adversely. 

Birger, during the last days of 
the Klan disturbances, had risen 
steadily in power and was. pre- 
pared to ride roughshod over Wil- 
liamson County. In. his fight 
against the Klan, he had 
welded together a mob of young 
gunmen who used his resort as 
headquarters. 

Boswell and. Bell. 

As the months passed, Birger 
raised himself to the position of a 
feudal lord. Allied with the Shel-— 
ton brothers, he owned or. con- 
trolled a chain of roadhouses and +4 
resorts. His gangsters extracted 
tribute from meoonshiners, boot- 
leggers and saloonkeepers, openly 
ran liquor through ~ Williamson 
County, and indulged in highway 
robbery and other crimes. 

At Marion, in the office of 
State's Attorney, sat Arlie QO. Bos- 
well who with his friend, Coroner 
George W. Bell, had risen to power 
during the height of Ku Klux Klan 
rule. Birger, “according to. evi- 
dence in the recent conspiracy 
trial, found these officials easy to 
handle, dividing with them the 
proceeds of his protection extor- 
tions in exchange for a policy of 
inaction. 

The beginning of the end for 
Birger dates from his break with 
the Shelton brothers. With. two 
gangs at war, killings, bombings 
and gunplay were almost every-day 
occurrences on the highways of 
Williamson County. To get his 
enemies out of the way, Birger and 
his lieutenant, Art Newman, gave 
evidence which resulted 1.the in- 
dictment of the Shelton in con- 
nection with the $15,000 Collins- 
ville mail robbery, of 1925. 

Adams and Price Murders, 

This action was followed by a! 
series of murders, raids and re- 
prisals. Outstanding in the list of 
17 killiags which occurred during 
the Birger: regime were the shoot- 
ing of Mayor Joe Adams of West 
City in Decamber, 1926,-for which 
Birger was hanged, and the wanton 
slaying of ‘State Highway Patrol- 
>man Lory L. Price and his wife in 
January, -1927.

Birger had invoked the law 
against the Sheltons and the law 
turned’ against him in the,person 
of State’s Attorney,Roy C. Mar- 
tin of Franklin County, a man of 
sterner stu than some officials 
in neighboring counties. On the 
strength of ‘threats Birger had 
made against Mayor Adams, Mar- 
tin brought about his indictment 
for murder, and the gang leader 
was sentenced to hang on the testt- 
mony of a young gangster who said 
Birger had paid him to kill Adams. 


Then the U, S. Court. 
Birger was hanged last April 
but his gang had dissolved during 
the months he was in prison. New- 


man, in custody, had taken to tell- 
ing all he knew and more about 
his former associates and various 
county officials. To’escape hang- 
ing. Newman and three other Bir- 
ger gangsters threw themselves on 
the mercy of a Circuit Judge last 
month and were sentenced to life 
terms and 114 years in connection 
with the Price murders,. Even if 
they receive the utmost liberi:lity 
under t! 4 parole laws they will be 
in custedy until 1987, longer than 
normaf life expectancy. ; 

With the Birger gangsters safel 
out of the way except for two who 
are at large under murder charges, 
the Federal Government turned to 
the prosecution of public officials 
invalved in the gang activity and 
liquor Mw violation. The broad 
terms of the conspiracy law were 
invoked by two youthful Govern- 
ment prosecutors, United States 
Attorney Harold Baker and hjs as- 
sistant, Ralph F. semann, in 
charge at. East St. Louis.

Just’for Amusement 


Merely “Fooling Around,” Dr. T. M. Gray Says 
as He Was When He Turned Barber With 
No ©xperience, in Student Days 


UITE 317 ofthe Metropolitan 
GQ punaing at Grand boulevard and 

Olive street looks not different 
from any of the hundreds of others 
in that building where many doc- 
tors and dentists have their offices, 
and when one enters the waiting 
room he finds the magazines, there 
are as old as those in any dentist's 
waiting room. The office itself h&s 
the familiar white enameled pa- 
tients’ chair and instrument chest. 
But if a visitor enters the ‘corner 
of the office partitioned off from 
the rest he does not find the bun- 
sen burner, plaster molds and oth- 
er equipment of a dentist’s labora- 
tory, but a jitter of sandpaper, chis- 
els, boards, shavings and perhaps a 
partly constructed violin. 

Dr. James M. Gray makes via- 
lins there. He has made five in the 
last two years, although before 
that time he knew little of their 
construction, had never made one, 
and had made no study of how it 
was done. He was. just. “fooling 
around” when he made the first 
one, he said, and liked it so well 
he kept at it. 

Other men have Qnother name 
for the quality Dr. Gray dismiss¢s 
with the expression “fooling 
around.” It manifested itsejf earlier 
in his life when he wanted to study 
dentistry and found it necessary to 
work to pay his expenses at Wash- 
ington University. He decided to 
be a barber, although he had never 
cut a head of hair. “I just got my- 
self a set of tools, went to a’ barber 
shop on California avenue and told 
them I was a barber. They put me 
to work,” he says. 

Workmanship Impresses. 

His violins impress the layman 
as examples of fine workmanship. 
As specimens of woodworking they 
will pass muster in any “company. 
Another critic may judge their mu- 
sical qualities. Dr. Gray is well 
pleased with them. 

With one of them he played-in 
an old fiddiers’ contest sponsored 
some time ago by the Americgn 
Legion, and whlie he wasn't an 
official entry, and so could not be 
judged, the judges gave him the 
unofficial decision.

10 MELVILLE E, STONE 


Friends in Many Nations De- 
plore Passing of Associ- 
ated Press Executive. 


By the Associatey Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb, 16. — In 
America, Europe and Asia, journ- 
alists and men high in the affairs 
of State today expressed ‘heir sor- 
row at the passing of .lelville E, 
Stone, general manager of the“As- 
sociated Press for more than 25 
years. 

.After an illness of several 
moriths, Mr. Stone died at his home 


last night, in his eighty-first year. 
Funeral services will be held at 2 
o’clock Monday at the Park ‘Ave- 
nue Baptist Church, with the Rev, 
Dr. Harry Emerson Yosdick offi- 
ciating. Burial will be private. 

Among the noted world figures 
who paid tribute to Mr. Stone were 
President Coolidge, Herbert Hoo- 
ver, Georges Clemenceau, war-time 
premier of France, Gen. John J. 
Pershing, T. J. O’Connor, ‘‘Father” 
of the House of Commons; Count 
Remeo Gallenga, a member of the 
[Italian Government during the 
war: Chief’ Justice William How- 
ard Taft: Secretary of State Frank 
B. Kellcegg; Masanaod Hanihara, 
former Japanese Ambassador at 
Washington; David Lloyd George, 
former i’remier, of Great Britain, 
and many others. 

Publishers of many of the 
world’s great newsparers and news 
agencies added their praise and 
expressions of sorrow. In the 
constantly increasing number of 
telegrams, Mr. Stone was called 
the “grand old man of American 
journalism” and was praised on al] 
sides for his part in raising the 
ethics of his profession. 

The pallbearers, announced by 
the family tonight, are ‘those who 
were most closely associated with 
Mr. Stone during the years he was 
active as general manager of the 
Associated Press. Most of them 
still are connected with the or- 
ganization. They are: J. E. You- 
att, Joseph J. Jones, M. F. Moran, 
Arthur 8. Thompson, Jackson S. 
Plliott, Frederick Roy Martin, 
Charles H. Boynton, Charles 
Stephenson Smith, W. J. McCam- 
bridge, Byron Peice, Dr. O. 8S. Wat- 
son and J. A. Bates. 

Frank B. Noyes, president of the 
Associated Press, is in Florida with 
Mrs, Noyes, who is ill, and will be 
unable to attend the funeral. Kent 
Cooper, general manager, also is 
away on a business trip- and will 
be unable to be present. 


Geneva Praises Work of Stone in 
Bettering World Relations, 
By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Feb. 15.—The death 
of Melville E. Stone was discussed 
widely here among international- 
ists who remembered him particu- 
larly as the builder of the Associ- 
ated Press foreign service.

Thomas A. Dooley, district man- 
ager of the American Car & Foun. 
dry Co., celebrated the conipietion 
of nis fiftieth yeur of service in 
the concern with. 2 golden jubilee 
dinner given in his honor ‘by of- 
ficers of the company at Hotel 
Chase last night. 

The program included music, 
numerous congratulatory addresses 
and the showing of a motion pic- 
ture depicting various phases of 
the transportation industry. About 
250 persons attended. 

Dooley, who is 72 years old, has 
spent his entire business career at 
the St. Louis plant, having entered 
the organization in 1879 when he 
came here as a youhg man from 
Cincinnati. The concern was a 
smal] one, then known as the Mis- 
sourl Car & Foundry Co. It was 
little more than a shop, turning 
out eight or 10 small wodden cars 
of 10 to 15 tons capacity daily. 
Starting as a carpenter, he worked 
his way upward through virtually 
every grade of foremanship and 
superintendency to the position of 
district manager, which he has 
held for more than 25 vears. 

Under his management the plant 
has grown from the rank of a com- 
paratively small car shop into one 
of the city’s largest industrial con- 
cerns. It now employs 3000 work- 
men and has built as many as 2250 
freight cars in a single month. And 
these were not the small wooden 
cars of old, but modern steel “bat- 
tleship” ‘cars with a capacity of 70 
tons or more.

Transportation, a factor of the 
utmost significance in the up- 
building of a complex civilization, 
is an element of transcendent im- 
portance in the maintenance of 
the structure which has been 
wrought. As individuals and 
groups of individuals, whether in 
communities, nations or continents, 
are drawn more closely together, 
the need for every form of trans- 
portation becomes more clearly 
evident.

Flying Schools

, NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—To es- 
tablish a definite standard by 
which flying schools throughout 
the country may be judged, the 
Flying School Committee of the 
Aeronautical Chamber of Com- 


merce announced today through its 
chairman, Phil R. Love, of St. 
Louis, - minimum requirements 
which must be met before a flying 
school can win a place on the Na- 
tional Chamber's accredited list. 

The announcement sets forth six 
definite requirements. It points 
out that action invited by § the 
Chamber is purely voluntary for 
“it is realized that the Chamber 
cannot, of course, require the 
schools to co-operate but feels 
that the best way to approach the 
problem is to- encourcge the 
schools to improve themselves,” the 
statement says. 

“The flying school situation is 
of the greatest importance to the 
air-craft industry,”’ the announce- 
ment continues. “Sales of air- 
craft in 1929 depend to a consid- 
erable degree on the expansion of 
our facilities for properly instruct- 
ing plane purchasers. how to fly.” 

The six minimiim requirements 
as announced by Chairman. Love, 
follow: 

‘“‘1l. Course of Instruction — The 
minimum flying course to receive 
recognition must qualify a student 
for a private pilot’s license from 
the Department of Commerce. 
Ground courses must include sub- 
jects required by the Department 
of Commerce in qualifying a pilot 
for a transport license. 

2. Licensed Instructors—All fly- 
ing instructors must hold trans- 
port pilot licenses from the De- 
partment of Commerce. 

“3. Licensed Airplanes—All air- 
planes used in school instruction 
shall be licensed by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, 

“4. Fieldg and Traffic: Train- 
ing fields should have runways 
into the prevailing winds 1500x500 
feet, with a 10 to 1 ratio to clear 
all obstructions. Student activity 
should be. discouraged. from fields 
whose operations are confined-to 
narrow prepared runways. The 
maximum amount of traffic safely 
permissable on a training field is 


10 ships per 100 acres of available 


landing area. Where a school is 
located on a field from which 
there are transport operatiofs, 
and should such operations be 
sufficiently frequent to warrant, 
student activity should be appor- 
tioned a definite part of the field. 
The ideal condition is to have 
training fields remote from trans- 
port fields. 

“5. Advertising: All advertising 
or promotional] literature must be 
based strictly upon the facts about 
the school itself; upon ascertain- 
able facts about aviation generally, 
with especial regard to prospect-for 
employment or business opportu- 
nity. All accredited schools must 
pledge themselves to do their ut- 
most in carrying out the spirit of 
the above. _. 

**6. Daily Inspection: Daily 
inspection of the equipment must 
be enforced.”

Electric Autos 
With Power by 
Radio Predicted 

By Car Maker 


Prediction that automobiles of 
the future will be driven by elec- 
tric motors and will receive their 
poweér by radio directly from cen- 
trally-located transmitting  sta- 
tions, each car owner being as- 
signed a specific wave length, is 
made by G. M. Williams, president 
of the Marmon Motor Car Co. 

Though the industry even now 
is announcing its 1929 cars which 
represent the latest findings of the 
country’s leading engineers, the 
present type of automobile, ac- 
cording. to Williams, will be 
obsolete as the Dodo bird or 
great Auk, possibly during 
next generation and most certainly 
within the twentieth century.” 

“It may seem inconsistent for a 
manufacturer of internal combus- 
tion motors to state that within 
this century practically every auto- 
mobile will be powered with an 
electric motor,” said Williams. 
“The source of power for’. these 
electric automobile motors will be 
large central generating -stations 
similar to those which are at pres- 
ent in use for the generation of 
electric power for lights and other 
commercial purposes. This auto- 
mobile power, however, will be 
transmitted by radio directly from 
the central station to the ear itself.

Junk Yard in Four Months} 


Salvage Headquarters of St. Louis Association Said to 
Be Largest in the Warld—All Kinds 
. of Cars Brought In. 


What is said to be the largest 
automobile junk yard in the world 
is owned by the St. Louls Auto- 
mobile Dealers’ Association and its 
members, a large percentage of 
whom are stockholders. The yard 
is located at 6606 Easton avenues 
and during its operation of four 
months from Sept. 15 to Jan. 15 
the yard had purchased from St. 
Louis dealers and a few individuals 
3150 unsafe and worn out motor 
cars of many makes, 

This junk yard is a real. curios- 
ity shop. In it there is every con- 
ceivable make, type, kind and char- 
acter of motor car. One of the 
notable exhfbits is a 1908 Buick 
and there are several 1911 and 
1910 Fords of the model T type 
together with a large number of 
cars the names of which have be- 
come ancient history in the motor 
car industry. 

It is estimated that if these cars 
were parked on the public streets, 
15 on each side of the street they 
would occupy more than 100 city 
blocks. 

The salvage yard, the former 
location of the Gavin Lumber Co., 
occupies 10 acres of ground and 
the cars are parked fnto it side by 
side in long rows so that it would 
seem impossible to get more into 
the yard. 

The wrecking of these cars is g0- 


ing on at the rate of 35 cars per 
day and it is expected to shortly 


increase this dismantling process to. 


50 cars a day. Cars are bemg 
brought into the yard at the rate 
of about 20 per day. In the dis- 
mantling shed they are pulled 
apart with the aid of sledge ham- 


| mers and acetylene” torches and the 


various grades of metal are separ- 
ated after they have been put 
through the two enormous shears 
or metal scissors which cut the 
parts into 15-inch lengths. The 
scrap metal ts loaded in railroad 
gondola cars and shipped to the 
smelters on the east side of the 
river at the rate of two cars per 
day. 


A similarly ready market is also 
found for all hair and cotton and 
leather from the seats and for the 
rags and upholstery. The Auto 
Dealers Salvage Co. has just start- 
ed its own laundry for - salvaging

State of Louisiana. Backs Henderson in Contest Precipi-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—With

2 hearing next Wednesday. Gov. 
Huey P. Long, of Louisiana, has 
appointed Judson M. Grimmet, a 
Shreveport attorney, to represent 
the State at the hearing. W. K. 
Henderson, wealthy iron manufac- 
turer and: owner of KWKH, is ex- 
pected to defend his use of the 859 
kilocycle channel aggressively. He 
has been even more belligerent 
than usual in his nightly announce- 
ments from his station. 

In appointing Grimmet, Gov. 
Long said that KVOO’s move was 
an attack on Louisiana’s medium 
of advertising and commercial in- 
terests and that “we are. going io 
protest vigorously against any such 
fliscrimination against the institu- 
tions of Louisiana.” 

Interest in the row started by 
KVOO is intense among hundreds 
of thousands of listeners through- 
out the South and the Middle West. 
Partisanship is developing. 

Henderson, who has won thus 
far in every issue raised with the 
Federal Radio Commission—even 


getting permission to increase the 


power of his station to 20,090 


watts—has convinced a multitude 
of listeners that he is fighting the | 


fight of the independent stations 


for a place on the air.

It is proposed to broadcast from 
special records, each of which 
would be large enough to carry a 
full hour's program. Recording 
laboratories would be in New Yori, 
and records would be shipped 
weekly in advance to the chain sta« 
tions, 


The synchronization plan cone- 
templated by WGN and KYW is 
similar to that used successfully by 
WBZ, Springfield, Mass, and-™ 
WBZA, Boston. 

WGN, “The Chicago Tribune's 
station, and KYW, owned by West-~- 
inghouse and operated by “The 
Herald and Examiner,” are two of 
the most powerful stations in this 
district. Yet there are two 
almost in the shadow of their 


Several attempts to synchronize 
broadcast stations are planned. 
Federal: Radio Commission engi- 
neers will watch them closely, be- 
cause of the demand from many 
listeners that chain program 
broadcasting on cleared channels 
be restricted. 

WCCO, Minneapolis-St. Paul, 
Minn., and WPCH, Hokoben, N. 
J.. are to attempt simultaneous 
operation. WCCO has a 10,000-watt 
transmitter, while WPCH uses 500 
watts The latter now operates only 
in daytime. If ¢ynchronization can 
be effected. it will operate full 
time. 

WGN and KYW, Chicago, plan 
to operate smaller stations sim- 
ultaneously, to afford better re- 
ception to listeners in “dead spots’’ 
in the Chicago area. 

The Continental Broadcasting 
Corporation of New York, is seex- 
ing permission to attempt to op- 
erate 100 or more stations simul- 
taneously. The corporation is said 
to be erecting four small test sta- 
tions in Virginia to demonstrate 
the practicability of the plan to 
the Radio Commission. 

One of the stations is to serve as 
a frequency maker for the other 
three. In country-wide operation, 
it is said, two high powered trans- 
mitters in the Middle West would 
send out: two heterodyning ‘waves. 
Chain stations then would pick up 
the resultant frequency, and broad- 
cast locally. 

Tentative plans—depending, of 
course, upon the attitude of the 
Radio Commission—are to build 
two. 60,000-watt short wave trans- 
mitters at St. Joseph, Mo., and 
operate these on short waves so

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—An in- 
crease in the number of cleared 
channels from 40 to 596 is forecast 
as the result of President Cool- 
idge’s appointment of two radio en- 
gineers to the Radio Commission to 
succeed Orestes H. Caldwell and 
Sam Pickard. The President reap- 
pointed Harold A. LaFount, Judge 
E. O. Sykes and Judge Ira E. Rob- 
inson. dl 

Dr. C. M. Jansky, new fourth 
zone commissioner, who succeeds 
Pickard, has been a professor of 
}electrical engineering at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota for years. At 
the university he was in charge of 
all radio work, which inclu@ed 
management of amateur, experi- 
mental and broadcasting stations. 

Arthur Batchelor, new first zone 
commissioner, has been radio sup- 
ervisor for 11 years, nine of which 
were spent at New York. 

Harold. A. LaFount, fifth zone 
commissioner, reappointed by the 
President, is a civil engineer. He 
believes the engineering viewpoint 
should rule. 

Senate leaders doubt whether 
Dr. Jansky can be confirmed. For 
some months he has been consult- 
ing engineer for a number of oil 
companies. Some 
that makes him ineligible. 

LaFount, Batchelor and Robijn- 
son are Republicans. ‘Sykes is a 
Democrat. Jansky styles himself 
an “independent.” 

Democrats in the Senate may 
attempt to block Jansky’s confir- 
mation.

Dr. Marston, Who Invented the ‘‘Lie Detector,”’ 
Called Upon to See That Emotion Arousers Are 
Crowded Into the Films—How the Ambitions of 
Some of the Screen Stars Became Sidetracked—lIrene 
Bordoni to Make First International Talkie. 


M going to have their emotions aroused systematically, efficiently, 
and with malice aforethought. 
But there need be no dread at the prospect; on the contrary, 

the avowed purpose is to give cinema patrons the utmost in entc7- 

tainment value. : 

Psychology has been called in to minister to the health of the 
screen, and this latest scientific aid™to cinematic art is in Hollywood 
in the person of Dr. William M. Marston, noted psychologist, late 
of Columbia and New York universities, renowned as the inventos 
of the “lie detector’’ which he says can be used in determining the 
guilt or innocence of suspected criminals. Dr. Marston, the first 
professional psychologist to be attached to a movie staff, is under 
contract to Universal. 

As the effectiveness of a movie depends largely on the emotions . 
it arouses, Dr. Marston is to see that all Universal pictures are packed 
and crowded with them. Preventive as well as curative measurcs 
will be employed to attain this end, and he is starting, logically, with 
the manuscripts of potential pictures, : ’ | 

While Dr. Marston's work will aim to arouse “preponderantiy 
pleasant” emotions in picture-goers, this does not mean that the 
noted Pollyanna is to be enthroned as the arbiter of movie plets. 
Nor, he indicates emphatically, does it imply invariably “happy ead- 
ings.” His efforts are to tend toward greater realisni in the movies. 

It appears there will be few phases of the production and gell- 
ing of pictures not affected by the new applied science. The psycholo- 
gist is to exténd his activities even to the casting office, and as a ro- 
.sult it may only be a matter of time before part-seeking actors will 
discuss their qualifications in psychological terms as well as im those 
of appearance’and vocal ability. , : 

Pictures ‘‘on the shelf’ are also receiving his attention. Such 
productions, filmed hopefully and sometimes at much expense, byt 
never released because so obviously “duds,” are collecting dust in 
many studios, charged to profit and loss. One of Dr, Marston's first 
accomplishments at Universal was the resuscitation of such a film, 
made five years ago and given up as hopeless. Just a few changes 
here and there, a little cutting, revision of certain scenes, and presto! 
there is a film that “clicks’’—and psychologically.

YRA HESS, one of the best 
‘Yi icown woman planists, is to 

be soloist with the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra on Friday aft- 
ernoon and Saturday evening this 
week, playing, under the baton of 
Senor Arbos, the Schumann con- 
certo. 

That is the feature of a program 
which will present three “first 
time” numbers in its course. They 
are a Notturno by Mozart, Halff- 
ter’s “Sinfonietta in D major” and 
Turina’s “Procession du Rocio.” 
One a novelty that is 150 years 
old; the other two.numbers music 
of today. 

Together with these Senor Arbos 
will present the Love-Death from 
Wagner's “Tristan Isolde’ which 
introduces the program. 

Myra Hess was born in England, 
and studied first with Julian Pas- 
eal and Orlagdo Morgan, later en- 
tering the Ripyal Academy of Mu- 
sic where she spent several years 
as a pupil of Tobias Matthay. In 
1907 she made her recital debut 
with success immediately followed. 
hy appearances in concert with Sir 
Thomas Beecham's orchestra. Her 
first visit to the United States was 
in 1922. She appegred with the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra in 
February, 1926, playing the Bee- 
thoven Fourth Concerto. 

The Mozart Notturno is written 
for. four orchestras, into which 
mumber of groups the St. Louis 
Symphony will be divided for its 
Performance. Two of them ap- 
pear on the stage and two off- 
stage. The choirs are composed 
exclusively of strings but for the 
single exception of one horn each. 

Ernesto Halffter’s “Sinfonietta” 
is a combination of modern treat- 
ment in ancient form. The com- 
poser is the one pupil of DeFalla, 
and conducts a chamber music or- 


. chestra which his master founded. 


He is considered the most brilliant 
of the younger Spanish schoo] of 
com posers.

Together with these Senor Arbos 
will present the Love-Death from 
Wagner's “Tristan Isolde’? which 
introduces the program. 

Myra Hess was born in England, 
and studied first with Julian Pas- 
cal and Orlando Morgan, later en- 
terlng the Royal Academy of Mu- 
sic where she spent several years 
us a pupil of Tobias Matthay. In 
1907 she made her recital debut 
With success immediately followed 
by appearances in concert with Sir 
Thomas Beecham's orchestra. Her 
first visit to the United States was 
in 1922. She appeared with the 
St. Louls Symphony Orchestra in 
Mebruary, 1926, playing the Bee- 
thoven Fourth Concerto. 

The Mozart Notturno is written 
for. four orchestras, into which 
mimber of groups the St. Louis 
Symphony will be divided for its 
Performance. Two of them ap- 
pear on the stage and two off- 
stage. The choirs are composed 
oxclusively of strings but for the 
single exception of one horn each. 
Ernesto Halffter’s “Sinfonietta” 
is a combination of modern treat- 
ment in ancient form. The com- 
poser is the one pupil of DeFalla, 
and conducts a chamber music or- 
chestra which his master founded. 
He is considered the most brilliant 
of the younger Spanish schoo] of 
composers. 

In “Procession du Rocio” 
Jacques Turina, another of the 
great Spanish moderns, turns again 
to Seville for authentic Spanish 
eolor, and the first section of his 
work is called “Triana en fete”’—~ 
that is the Gypsy capital in festi- 
val mood. The Procession of the 
Dew—which is the English version 
of the title—is a procession in 
honor of the Virgin in which aris-

LATELY turned over a pile of 

music that was lying on a lady’s 

plano, and came on some songs 
from “Show Boat” and “This 
Year of Grace.” ‘The first was 
that pathetic piece, “Ol’ Man Riv- 
er,”’ and the second was “Dance, 
Little Lady, Dance,” which Mr. 
Noel Coward sings with surprising 
puritanical fervour. We feel, as 
we listen to him, that Puck hes 
suddenly leaped into a pulpit to 
reprove light-hearted persons for 
their follies and folbles. A single 
line in “Ol’ Man River” caught 
my eye. This is it: 
“Ah’m tired of livin’, 

of dyin’.” 

and I thought to myself, as I read 
it, how sorrowful a sentence is 
that to appear in a musical com- 
edy lyric. I remembered two 
deaths occurred in ‘‘Rainbow” and, 
a night or two later, I saw the 
hero of “Fioretta” seemingly exe- 
cuted by a firing-squad. He was 
not, of course, killed, although we 
were treated to a scene in a mor- 
tuary where he was laid, under a 
white sheet, on a slab between two 
Slabs which bore men who were 
corpses.

THE RIVER JORDAN 


Russian Supervising Work 
of Building Huge Hydro- 
electric Power Station 
Near Sea of Galilee. 


IN STREAM’S COURSE 


300,000 Horsepower to Be 
Generated for Use by 
Farms, Homes and Facto- 
ries of Palestine.

On the River Jordan, half | 
hour’s journey south of the Sea of | 
Galilee, steady progress is being | 


made in the construction of a great | 
hydro-electric power station which | 
will usher in a new economic era. 
for the Holy Land. 

Under the supervision of a for- 
mer Russian revolutionary leader, 
Pinhas Rutenberg, héad of the 
Odessa police during the Kerensky 
regime, the storied stream of Bi- 
ble times is to be made to produce 
300,000 horsepower of energy for 
new Palestine’s farms, homes and 
factories. 

Palestine has no coal of its own, 
at all events as far as can be 
judged from superficial geological 
investigations. Nor can it boast of 
petroleum deposits -worth exploit- 
ing. 

Water Is Only Power Resource. 

Its economically exploitable re- 
serves of energy are concentrated 
in its water resources. Whoever 
has the control of these resources 
can. monopolize the driving force 
of industry and of agriculture, and 
can influence decisively the devel- 
opment of the country from an 
economic point of view. Ruten- 
berg is in that position. 

Backed by the Zionist organiza- 
tion, he obtained the concession 
for the ‘sole exploitation of these 
resources and for the supply of 
electricity for the whole of Pales- 
tine, with the exception of Jerusa- 
lem, the Government having re- 
served to itself control of the 
prices for electric current over and 
above a certain minimum, and a 
share in the profits. 

The scheme which Rutenberg is 
trying to realize, is to use the dif- 
ferences of level to be found along 
the course of the Jordan from the 


starting with the stretch between 
the Sea of Galilee and Dijisr. Along 
this stretch of about 10 miles there: 
is a drop of 150 feet. A little later, 
in Djisr, in the Rutenberg domatn 
proper, down in & rocky hollow, the 
river cOmes into view again. 

To Use Natural Reservoir. 
Across the Yarmuk, which com- 
ing from an easterly direction here 
flows into the Jordan, the scaffold- 
ing of a dam 25 feet high may be 
seen. This dam, now almost com- 
pleted, is to force up the waters of 
the river to a height of 60 fect 
above the level of the Sea of Gali- 
lee into a giant reservoir naturally 
formed by the hilly character of 
the region. 

Opposite, across the Jordan, a 
second dam is being bullt. This, 
when completed, is also to force 
back the waters of the Jordan and 
to collect them in a reservoir. The 
picturesque valley bed will then be 
drained, the Jordan diverted for a 
short distance from its natural 
course, and from its reservoir con- 
ducted through a canal already 
partly dug, into the Yarmuk reser- 
voir. 

From here, a main canal has 
already been dug under the Halfa- 
Damascus railway line, and after 
the rainy season will be lined with 
concrete, This canal is then to 
conduct the waters of the two 
rivers over the top of the cliff into 
the turbines of the power station. 
The foundations of the latter are 
already laid and the first layer of 
concrete put down. 

Machinery Arrives From England. 

Gradually machinery from En- 
gland is arriving. To begin with, 
three water turbin+-s of 8000 horse- 
power each are to be installed. 

Industry and agriculture in Pal- 
esting are at present both suffer- 
ing under the exceptionally high 
price of electric current, and im- 
patiently await the moment when 
the Jordan will supply them with 
cheap motive power. The work is 
to be completed by the end of 
this year. Rutenberg assumes that 
the 24,000 horsepower will read- 
ily find consumers and that be- 
fore long he will be able to start 
building the second power station 
near Abadije, which is to geener- 
ate the same amount of energy. 

Rutenberg’s schemes go beyond 
the provision of electric power. He 
has elaborated a. project for the 
utilization of all the water §re- 
sources of Palestine, for the ex- 
ploitation of es he has the 
concession.

ONCENTRATING upon our-

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WHEN HOOVER TAKES THE. REINS 


Big Problems Confronting the Next President 
Which Cannot Be Solved by “Sitting on the Lid” 
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Coolidge’s Successor Credited With 


Desire to Get Action on Farm Relief, 


Tariff, Prohibition, Water Power, and Various Foreign and 
Domestic Questions Pressing for Determination.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16. 

ERBERT HOOVER will take office with 
H: multiplicity of problems ahead of him. 

Some of them grew naturally out of a 
change of administration; others, like the 
farm question, are the cumulative result of 
forces that have been working for a long 
time. Some of the problems are thrust upon 
him; others will be of the President’s own 
making. 

To say that the new President will make 
problems of his own is to say that he will 
attempt to give a different sort of adminis- 
tration from that of his predecessor. Mr. 
Hoover, it is true, has announced his adher- 
ence to the Coolidge policies. But that does 
not mean that he will not endeavor to initiate 
policies of his own. The Coolidge policies 
have been essentially negative. It does not 
necessarily disparage them to say this. Do- 
ing nothing may at times be the height of wis- 
dom. There are those who sincerely believe 
that Mr. Coolidge has proved himself the best 
possible sort of President for the period 
through which we have been passing. Merely 
by “sitting on the lid,” it is argued, he has 
performed exactly the character of service 
that the country needed. 


Changes Due in 


New Administration. 

OWEVER that may be, there can be no 
H ewsourine the fact that he has, indeed, 

kept the lid down tight. He has been 
careful not to invite trouble. He has let no 
problem pop out that he could keep under 
cover. Unless it be granted that ‘‘economy’’ 
is a constructive policy, Mr. Coolidge has held 
rigidly to a course of negation—or resistance, 
to change. A considerable majority of 
Americans, from the election returns of 1924 
and 1928, appear to have applauded this 
course, and in vindication of it the President 
is able to point to the great material pros- 
perity of the nation and to our peaceful rela- 
tions with foreign countries. 

The friends of Mr. Hoover—by which is not 
meant the politicians who have attached 
themselves to him for political purposes, but 
his genuine admirers—believe that the coun- 
try is now ready for a new era of experimeh- 
tation, and that Mr. Hoover is the man to 
lead the way. He will seek to be, they 
prophesy, a “constructive” President, of the 
Roosevelt and Wilson type. During his cam- 
paign he was in the position of an engineer 
applying for a contract to build a bridge; he 
had to make certain concessions to expediency 
in order to get the contract; now that he has 
landed it, he will give free play to his con- 
structive instincts. So runs the argument. If 
the analysis is correct, the administration 
about to start will be, at the least, a more 
interesting one than that through which we 
have just passed. It will also arouse more 
antagonisms, for any President who attempts 
to do things of a positive nature is certain to 
run into trouble. 

From what is known of his character, it Is 
fair to assume that Mr. Hoover will try to 
build his bridge. Those who have been with 
him in Florida report that he is eager to get 
at the job. There is worry ahead of him, for 
he is a man highly sensitive to criticism, and 
perhaps disappointment; but an administra- 


‘tioh that will invite worry and run the risk of | 


cl 


disappointment appears as inevitable in the 
case of Herbert Hoover as an administration 
calm and cautious was inevit&ble in the case 
of Calvin Coolidge. 


Farm Relief Is 
First on List. 

MMEDIATELY ahead of the incoming 
ee is the vexatious problem of farm 

relief, and joined with this is the question 
of tariff revision. He will hardly be settled 
down in his office before he will have on his 
hands the extra session of Congress which he 
was led by Senator Borah to pledge to the 
farmers. This, it is generally believed, will 
begin in April and run into July. The rela- 
tions between the President and Congress 
during this session will furnish a test of his 
ability to impose his wishes on the legislative 
branch of the Government. 

The problem now is not merely one of im- 
proving the economic status of the farmer. 
That alone, as experience has proved, is 
enough to tax the statesmanship of any Presi- 
dent; but the problem now, as the result of 
the encouragement given by both parties to 
the protected industrial interests during the 
campaign, is to keep the tariff benefits that 
may be conferred upon the farmer frdém being 
overbalanced by additional tariff benefits fo 
industry. It is up to Mr. Hoover to check 
the rapacious drive that is now being made 
upon Congress for new tariff favors. That 
Mr. Hoover sees the danger in this demand— 
the danger not alone to the welfare of the 
country but to the success of the party in the 
congressional elections of 1930—1is apparent 
from the report of his views made by Senator 
Smoot after a recent conference with the 
President-elect in Florida. Mr. Hoover will 
seek to limit severely the scope of the tariff 
revision at the forthcoming session. The farm 
schedules will be adjusted upward, but out- 
side of these it will be the effort of the new 
administration to confine the revision to rates 
here and there which have been found, from 
the protectionist point of view, to be insuffi- 
cient. Notable among such rates are those on 
the higher grades of textiles. 

Elements Not So 

Easy to Control. 

The protected industries, or at least a large 
proportion of them, are out to get all that the 
traffic will bear. Their attitude has been 
made abundantly plain at the current hear- 
ings before the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. They have tasted blood. It remains 
to be seen whether the incoming President 
will be able to hold them in leash. 

One of the problems which Mr. Hoover 
appears to have taken upon himself is that 
of the reorganization of the Government de- 
partments. Everybody knows that reorgani- 
zation is sadly needed and if properly worked 
out would save the taxpayers an impressive 
sum of money. There is at present no end 
of overlapping of functions, no end of such 
anomalies as the assignment to the Treasury 
of various bureaus that have nothing on earth 
to do with the fiscal end of the Government. 
The prohibition unit is one of these and there 
is reason to believe that Mr. Hoover, what- 
ever else he may or may not do- about re- 
organization, will endeavor to have it trans- 
ferred to the Department of Justice, where 
it logically belongs. 

The job of reorganization has « special 
appeal for the engineering mind of Mr.

Prohibition Matters. 

Prohibition will furnish the new President 
with a continueus problem. Immediately be- 
fore him is the task of selecting the personnel | 
of his promised investigating commission. 
That in itself, considering the fact that nearly 
everybody in the country has settled convic- 
tions on the merits or evils of prohibition, is 
a large job. Mr. Hoover will have a consid- 
erable achievement to his credit if he succeeds 
in naming a commission that commands the 
confidence of both wets and drys. He will 
have an immeasurably greater title to fame if 
the report of his commission proves satisfac- 
tory to wets and drys. 

The prohibition: problem has many angles. 
Mr. Hoover must decide upon the amount of 
money needed for enforcement, and the man- 
ner in which this money shall be spent; he 
must pass judgment upon measures for &put- 
ting teeth into” the Volstead act; he must 
determine on more than one occasion what 
weight shall be attached to the views of the 
Anti-Saloon League and the other dry organi- 
zations regarding his policies and appoint- 
ments. Mr. Hoover ran and was elected as 
the dry candidate for the presidency. These 
orgapizations claim a large share of the credit 
for his success. It will be interesting to watch 
the unfolding of their plans, and the reac- 
tions of the President. ' 

Mr. Hoover will be called upon for impor- 
tant decisions relating to water-power devel- 
opment. In the case of the great Boulder 


through his Secretary of the Interior, whether 
the Government shall develop electric power 
at the dam or leave that phase of the project 
to private capital. From the present admin- 
istration he inherits the long-standing prob- 
iem of what to do with the Government's 
$140,000,000 investment in the power and 
nitrate plants at Muscle Shoals.

AID FOR STARVING BRITISH MINERS. 


At a dinner given by Mr. W. H. Oxley, the Brit- 
ish Consul, to the British officers’ mess, attended by 
Americans and British who served with the British 
army in the late war and others, it was suggested 
by an American that a fund be rai for the relief 
of the starving British miners. A sibstantial sum 
was contributed at once and ~ committee was ap- 
pointed to raise a liberal quc« from St. Louis. 

It was a happy idea. We believe it would be an 
excellent thing if the suggestion were acted upon 
throughout the country and a liberal nation-wide 
fund were raised for the relief of the starving min- 
ers of Great Britain. The Prince of Wales graphi- 
cally described the sufferings from cold and hunger 
of the thousands of miners and their families in the 
mining centers he visited. There are thousands of 
others in even worse condition. 

The British Government is aiding with smaH doles, 
and the British people have given miflions for re 


‘lief, but the need is still great and will be until 


some permanent means of supporting them can be 
found. Under the terrible privations which these 
‘miners and their dependents suffer, disease is sup 
plementing hunger and other hardships. 

Americans have responded generously to appeals 
for aid for the suffering In all parts of the world. 
American relief was the salvation of war stricken 
peoples in Europe and the near East. American 
funds have been contributed liberally t@ the saving 
of the starving in Chima. The war has laid heavy 
burdens on Great Britain. The nation has had to 
support millions of unemployed, and the crisis in 
the coal industry has vastly increased this burden. 
The people of England are proud to carry their own 
burdens without appeal to others, but they could not 
view with any but the kindest feelings a spontaneous 
act of friendly aid from Americans. 

We hear much of friction between Great Britain 
and the United States over naval differences. The 
newspapers are full of comments on the growing 
suspicion and unfriendliness between the two na- 
tions. A generous fund contributed by Americans 
for the relief of starving British miners would not 
only ameliorate suffering and save lives in the 
British mining districts, but would go far toward 
restoring good feeling. It would reveal at least good 
feeling on the part of the American people. 

We feel sure that an appeal to Americans for a 
British miners’ relief fund would meet with liberal 
responses from every part of the United States.

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GERMANY’S NEW CRUISER. 


It is said that authorizing a single cruiser, the | 
sensational Ersatz Preussen, has occasioned a greater | 


uproar in Germany than authorizing 15 cruisers and 
an airplane carrier has caused in the’ United States. 

This has not been because the Ersatz Preussen 
bas apparently revolutionized cruiser building with 
its light-weight Diesel engine, its high speed and 
its. ability effectually to give battle to most battie- 
ships. It is because there are powerful elements 
in the German population which do not want their 
country to bulld warehips or display any other symp 
tom of militarism. It ig a direction in which they 
went far enough under the Empire to satisfy them 
for a long time to come. 

Nevertheless, Germany hag authorized the cruiser. 
and.it has set the whole worfd of naval construction 
agog. It bas been supposed that the Diese! engine 
could not be made light enough for speed, but the 
Ersatz Preussen will make 26 knots, and her Diese! 
engines will weigh only about 1744 pounds per horse- 
power as against 60 to 200 pounds heretofore. They 
will also occupy even less space than our own high- 
speed turbine engines occupy, giving her a cruising 
‘fadius of 20,000 miles. She has in addition an 
armor belt integral with the hull, her deck ts 
armored against aircraft, and she will carfy in her 
armament six Ll-inch guns. She will be even smaller 
than our own new cruisers, being of 9000 tons dis- 
placement; but only a battle cruiser of the first-class 
will be able to keep gp with her or give her battle.

OCEANS OF OIL. 

It is always either a famine or a feast with the oll 
industry At present it is a feast—a literal embarrass 
ment o! riches. Over-production of crude oll is a 
problem. The directors of the American Petroleum 
Institute have been wrestling with that problem in 
a two-day meeting jp St. Louis. Their solution is a 
recommendation to the States to regulate production 
by law. There is little prospect thht the suggestion 


The reasons are obvious. The first obstacle is 
human nature. Notwithstanding its abundance, the 
discovery of oil means wealth to the lessee and to 
the owner of the land. Consider the case of the 
average farmer. He is offered a tidy sum for the 
privilege of drilling his land, with the royalty of one- 
eighth of the oil produced. Of course, he sells the 
lease. And if oil is found he jumps instantly from 
comparative poverty to affluence. What does he care, 
about the troubles of the oil magnates, or the waste 
of over-production, or the conservation of a natural 
resource? What would any man in his position care? 

Again, the oil industry yields an immense revenue 
to the fortunate States. Without its $3 per cent pro- 
duction tax the Government of Oklahoma, for ex- 
ample, could not continue to live on the scale to 
which it has accustomed itself. Will that State, by 
action of its Legislature, voluntarily reduce its in- 
come? Will California? Will Texas? Hardly a 
chance, we venture. 

If they did, is there any assurance that the produc- 
tion problem would be solved? Look at Kansas. Ten 
years ago ft entered the circle of oil States, with the 
discovery of the Eldorado-Towanda field. Now it 
ranks fourth in production, surpassed only by the 
three States already mentioned. Wichita, its largest 
city, is an oil capital. It may not threaten the special 
supremacy of Tulsa, but it is a rival not to be ignored. 
Anyhow, the derricks have moved from Eldorado, 30 
miles away, to the outskirts of Wichita. The hypo- 
thetical farmer who goes to bed with a mortgage and 
wakes up a millionaire is a familiar flesh-and-blood 
person on the streets of Wichita. Crude oil at $1.68 
a barrel may be dirt cheap, but, even that price spells 
fortune for the lucky land owner. 

Since last August, when the Wright well started 
pouring 1700 barrels daily on the hem of Wichita, the 
town has been oil-mad. The Wichita field may or 
may not develop into another bonanza. But the hectic 
story of other booms is now being repeated north of 
Wichita, and drills were perforating the Kansas 
prairie in the search for oil while the directors of 
the American Petroleum Institute were debating over- 
production.

HERE is much in the termination of 


the long dispute between the Vatican 
and the [Italian Government—the “Ro- 
man question”—to appeal to the historical 
imagination, The papal state which now 
re-emerges goes back to the year 754, when 
the Carlovingian King led an army into 
Italy and forced the ruler of the Lombards 
to recognize the Catholic dominions. Some- 
times the Papal state was strong. Some- 


etimes, ag during the exile of the Popes 


in Avignon, the authority of the church 
in Rome almost ceased, Some Popes, such 
as Julius II, proved military conquerors 
of signal ability; in the weak hands of 
others their territories shrank to a shadow. 
Yet century after century, while other 
kingdoms disappeared and other forms of 


authority changed, the Papal sovereignty. 


somehow survived all shocks and disasters. 
When Napoleon confiscated the States of 
the Church fn 1809 the temporal power 
seemed momentarily extinguished. But in 
1815 it flamed up again; the Papal states 
were powerful once more and played a 
prominent role in Europe. Then came the 
collision between Ftalian nationalism and 
Papal obstruction, the irresistible move- 
ment for Italian unification, and the ¢ol- 
lapse of all temporal authority the moment 
the French troops were withdrawn in 1870. 
” s . 


There is much also in the immediate 
implications of the settlement to strike the 
imagination. Oncé more fully recognized 
as a temporal sovereign, the Pope may 
rapidly enlarge his impvrtance in inter- 
national affairs. Already the Holy See has 
made remarkable strides in its diplomatic 
relations with the world. In 1914 there 
were but 16 Ministers or Ambassadors ac- 
credited to the Vatican, and Pius X had 
but five Nuncios abroad; today there are 
30 Ambassadors and Ministers at the Vat- 
ican, and Ptus 3} is represented by 22 
Nuncios. We may yet see the Pope pay- 
tng visits across international boundaries 
as other sovereigns do. Meantime. Mus- 
solini. gains much in prestige and still 
more in an enhancement of the unity of 
the Italian people. Im one of his first 
speeches he declared that it was absurd 
that a Government should remain perpet- 
ually at odds with an institution to which 
95 per cent of its people paid spiritual a}- 
tegiance. Across the seas he will hope for 
more cordial relationg with some of the 
Catholic lands of Latin-America. Al! the 
world will take note of the fact that the 
“Eternal City.” the elty that was “Rome 
or Death” to the Garibaldian, is no longer 
a capital of two warring forces but of two 
reconciled and harmonious guthorities, 

But what is most striking in the event 
is perhaps the completeness with which 


we once more see what was calied a great | 


“insoluble” question disposed of. Even a 
year ago, when the settlement was first 


‘ seriously discussed. many critics pro- 


nounced {it impossible. Fifteen years ago 
there would have been a univefsa!l verdict 
that it was out of the question. The gulf 
seemed too wide.

Yet what was impossible has now ccme 
to pass. The healing effects of time have 
had something to do with it. As the years 
Passed, the Chureh, notably in 1898 and 
1905, made certain

tions. while the anti-clerical feeling cooled. 
The war exerted a still greater influence. 
Throughout the conflict the diplomacy of 
the Vatican and of the Quirinal carefully 
avoided any conflict, and the Papal neu- 
trality—despite German efforts to arouse 
ili-feeling — was scrupulously respected. 
Afterward the same spirit was preserved 
on both sides. But it has been the liber- 
alism of Pius XI—a historian, a scholar, 
aman of wide outlook—and the ambition 
of Mussolini which have done the most 
for reconciliation. The Pope has made 
gesture after gesture from the time he 
broke precedent by biessing the multitude, 
immediately after the election. from the 
balcony oytside instead of inside the Vat- 
ican. Mussolini has pursued a steady pol- 
icy of mollifieation. He restored Cath- 
Olic symboig in the schools, he offered to 
increase the pay of the clergy, and he sup- 
pressed certain violently anti-clerical or- 
ganizations. As good-will increased it was 
seen that the temporal power for which 
the Pope asked was. in its territorial as- 
pect, after all. but a shadow. 

Thus another “insoluble” question of 
worla importance disappears. We have had 
a long procession of them in recent years, 
It was impossible to settle the Irish ques- 
tion, yet it was done. It was” im possible 
to abolish the tension between France and 
Germany and dispe] their antagonism over 
the Alsatian boundary. yet Locarno has 
fone a long way toward accomplishing it. 
Only the other day another and minor 
impossibility, the extinction of the Res. 
sarabian issue between Russia and Rouw.- 
mania. was reported to have taken piace 
quietly by voluntary Russian action. There 
still remain questions of boundaries, of 
reparations, of armaments. which appear 
of disturbing complexity and difficulty: but 
if they are approached in the right man- 
ner they may yield as quickly and reaeser- 
ingly as these.

No Authentic Leonardos. 


éc E is the genius of diver- 
. H aw. His unwillingness or 
inability to finish the many 
labors he undertook is well known. 
His spirit hated finality. It began 
and soared forward. He had so 
mutch to do: he was so unsatisfied 
with what he did. 

“Personally. I have grave doubts 
whether either of the paintings en- 
titled ‘La Belle Ferrouniere.’ is bv 
Leonardo.

“In realitv. there are no authen- 
tic paintings by Leonardo. Often, 
looking at the ‘Mona Lisa,’ I have 
felt it was entirely too finished.

The: next step in authentication 
is finding an answWer to the ques- 
tion: Is it undeniably an old pic- 
ture? In short, establishing au- 
thenticity as opposed to author- 
ship. 

Here there are two guides, ex- 
perience and science. The expert 
examines the wood or canvas on 
which the painting is done. He 
studies the pigments, the brush 
strokes, the quality of the surface. 
Most important, he considers the 
“crackle’’—thé fine cracks and 
lines on the canvas, caused by age 
and deterioration of surface. Lat- 
ter-day imitations are frequently 
cracked artificially. 

If experts disagree the aid of 
science is invoked. Chemists may 
try to discover the age of the pig- 
ments and their origin. Spectros 
copy is used. Photomicroscopy 
often can tell how the brush strokes 
were made. 

The Soul of a Picture. 
HE next question to be an- 
swered is that of originality: 
Is it an original or a copy? 

“JT agree with Sir Joseph,” Mr. 
Freund declared tn this connection, 
“that an expert can in a vast ma- 
jority of cases answer the question 
at a glance. The French have a 
phrase for this ability of the ex 
perienced expert or picture lover— 
premier coup. 

“There ig something about the 
copy which reveals itself immedi- 
ately to the expert’s ‘sixth sense. 
How and why are difficult to say. 
One can usually tell at a glance 


from life or been copied from an 
other painting. <A quality of vi- 
tality will be lacking, a quality 
hard to describe.” 

When the expert finds a,picture 
authentic and original he tries to 
determine who might have paint- 
ed it. By the type of wood, of 
canvas used, he attempts to fix the 
date and plate of origin. By study- 
ing the costumes of the people and 
the architecture of the structures 
depicted he seeks to allocate the 
work to the nation of its origin. 

Nor is this quite simple. One 
finds that a Dutch artist working 
in Italy will carry bits of his native 
architecture into his new environ- 
ment. The same ig true of cos- 
tumes and scenes, By analyzing 
the choice of subject, the subject 
itself, the details, the methods of 
handling and other related factors 
the expert narrows down the work 
to a specific time and place, then 
to a school of painters and to a 
group within the school. ‘ 

Finally, the process of elimina- 
tion reaches three or four or per- 
haps a half dozen artists. Which 
among them could have done the 
work in question? Which had the 
necessary grandeur of conception, 
the excellence of draughtsmanshipq 

Who could have done such a 
hand, such an eye, such a face? 
These questions answered, the au- 
thorship is settled. 

In the case of ‘“‘La Belle Ferron- 
niere,” for example, the two ques- 
tions are: Did Leonardo Boltraf- 
fio or another person closely allied 
to the Leonardo school conceive and 
execute the work, and is it an orig- 
inal or a seventeenth or eighteenth 
century copy of the original? It 
is notorious that  picture-forging 
was rife in the latter century. 

When their opinions are. contest- 


ed the specialists go to other 
sources for corroboration. They 
rely on the history of the Jjudg- 


ments of experts of the past, Very 
often they trust to the evidence of 
copyists and restorers, particularly 
the latter. 

A restorer of old paintings lives 
so closely in contact with. the most 
minute details of works of art tHat 
he knows their inherent faults and 
virtues—provided that he has the 
esthetic sensibility of an artist— 
better than many experts. He 
knows the characteristics of a 
Leonardo subject as well as an 
artist does those of a person sitting 
for a portrait. 

Much will depend at the Du- 
veen-Hahn trial on the testimony 
of restorers, although it is likely 
that most of them will be reluctant 
to talk freely. The art world is a 
small sphere in which lawsuits are 
out of place. MRestorers, seldom 
employed by a single dealer, do not 
care generally to champion or at- 
tack publicly the authorship and 
authenticity of a painting starring 
in a legal battle over $500,000. It’s 
bad business and poor loyalty.

MARK TWAIN HOTEL 
PURCHASED BY C. F. LEVY 


15-Story Structure to 


Be Completed May 1, 
Brings About $2,000,000 and a Supposed 
Unprecedented Profit. 


The new 15-story Mark Twain 
Hotel, in course of construction at 
the southeast corner of Eighth and 
Pine streets, has been purchased by 
Charles F. Levy, president of the 
Claridge Hotel Co., and of the Hub 
Furniture Co. The purchase price, 
which includes the site, is about 
$2,000,000, it is understood. 


Levy exercised an option to pur- 
chase the property in fee simple 
under a 25-year lease, which he re- 
cently had taken of the hotel 
bullding. The lease, which did not 
include the stores on the ground 
floor, provides for an annual rent- 
al of $956,000. Both the hotel 
building and site were owned by 
the Mark Twain Hotel Co., of 
which Julius Feldman was presi- 
deat, and which, it is understood 
has realized an unprecedented prof- 
it on the investment. Julius R. Van 
Raalte handled the negotiations. 


The site has a frontage on Pine 
street of 126 feet, with a depth on 
Kighth of 80 feet. It includes 20 
by 128 feet on Eighth street, which 
will be occupied by an addition 
not contemplated in the original 
hotel project. This plot has been 
acquired under a 99-year lease 
from Thomas Dun through the 
Mercantile Trust Co.

ARLIN PERKINS. 
curator of reptiles 
at the St. Louis 
Zoo, is at work 
again. He is back 
at the routine of his 
job after a long, 
desperate fight 
with death. Few 
traces of this fight 
remain. He is perhaps a little thin- 
her, a little whiter, but otherwise un- 
changed. You would find him in his 
office, which is just behind the 
pythons’ cage in the new reptile house 
in Forest Park, looking very much as 
usual. Except for the fact that there 
are still some small scars, you would 
not know, unless you were told, that 
he had so recently been engaged in a 
struggle for life as dramatic as that 
waged by a soldier in battle. 

It was the fight of a human organ- 
lsm to overcome one of the most viru- 
lent natura) poisons known-—the ven- 
om of the Gaboon viper. As a warrior in 
his cause, Perkins had Dr. Forest H. 
Staley, an assistant in surgery at the 
St. Louis University Medical School. 
Staley, who is said to know more about 
the treatment of snake bites than any 
other physician in St. Louis, has 
sludied with Curator Perkins the ef- 
fect of the poisons secreted by many 
of the specimens in the reptile house. 
The report Dr. Staley has written of 
Perkins’ illness. despite its scientific 
matter-of-factness. conveys something 
of the rise and fall of an actual battle 

Daily, in the course of their work. 
Perkins and his assistant, Moody Lenz. 
Must handle venomous snakes. The 
bolson fangs cannot be removed, since 
to do so would subject the snake to a 
malady called canker, very likely to be 
fatal. Also, these poison fangs, even 
though they are broken out, grow back 
egaln very quickly. 


HERE is always danger. But 
It is like this, Perkins says: ‘Savy 
YOU are hammering nails. At 
first you take great pains not to hit 
Your finger Then, as your skill in- 
eases, you become more casual about 
I, finally, perhaps, careless. One day 
you bring the hammer down on your 

Inger Instead of the nail.”’ 

That is what happened one day less 
than two months ago at the reptile 
house. Perkins and Lenz were giving 
the Gaboon Viper a thorough renova- 
Hon. It js necessary to remove from 
ul snakes kept in captivity a species of 
Mite. These parasitic creatures are 
brought in on new specimens and, 
Mitte the snake cannot use any nat- 
tral means to remove them, such as 
crawling through yrass. or under-

particularly serious threat to 
the eyes of the snake, which are 
unprotected by an eyelid. The 
wites have a most annoying 
habit of getting into a groove 
around the eyes and there 
working serious havoc. It was 
this menace in particular that 
Lenz and Perkins were seeking 
to remove. 

Now, ordinarily the Gaboon 
viper is reputed to be a quiet 
enough snake, of good disposi- 
tion. It gives a warning hiss 
before striking. Perkins believes it 
is one of the most beautiful speci- 
mens which the zoo has ever owned 
It is brown in color, with a single 
longitudinal vertebral series of black 
eapeckles. The belly is yellow, studded 
with many small brown or black dots. 
On the sides of the body is a series of 
diamond-shaped forms bordered with 
black. The head is very large, tri- 
angular in shape, very distinct from 
the neck. and on top has the appear- 
ance of a large, brown maple leaf. The 
head is necessarily large to contain 
the great venom glands or sacs The 
fangs are enormously developed, being 
an inch or more in length and very 
heavy They are at least twice 4s 
heavy and long as those of the large 
diamond-back rattler of the tnited 


States 
This. then. was the bit of dynamite 
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Marlin Perkins, curator of reptiles at the St. Louis Zoo, during his convalescence. 


with which Lenz and Perkins were 
working. Suddenly—-it happened with 
such swiftness that neither one real- 
izes how—the snake freed itself from 
Lenz's grasp and struck at Perkins 
One fang only fastened in the upper 
surface of the latter's index finger. It 
can searcely be conveyed how quickly 
all this came about It was a matter 
of instants The spring of a snake 


cannot be followed by the eye 


Perkins’ first reaction was an auto 
matic one He seized the snake and 
tore it away And it is well Known 
that the Gaboon viper shows a more 
marked tendency than any other spe 
cies to cling with its fangs after it has 
atruck. Lenz took the snake from him 
and, though the latter's first impulse 
was to fling it on the floor, he had the 
presence of mind to put it In a cage 

A physical reaction to the bite was

immediate, Perkins says. It 
was like a bee sting, magnified 
a hundred times. An intense 
burning sensation began very 
rapidly to spread into his hand 

“T realized,’ he says now, 
‘that the bite was a very seri- 
ous one, that perhaps it would 
be fatal. Almost at once I said 
to myself, ‘I don’t want to die.’ 
And I decided upon something 
~~ won't say what it. was— 
that I wanted to live for. I 
hung on to that through every- 
thing that followed. And I! be- 
lieve that it was that mental 
attitude—-well, it helped. I 
know that.” 

An incision half an inch long (at 
the -site of the fang puncture) was 
niade in the finger tmmediately and 
Perkins began to suck out the venom, 
Lenz helping, in an’ effort to remove 
all the poison possible before it should 


have a chance to get into the blood 
stream 

Perkins then started to walk to his 
office, which was 60 feet away On 
the way he became dizzy and nearly 
fainted The pain bv this time was 
agonizing He says he has never ex- 
perienced anything like it Once in 
the office he sat down on a chair. feel 
ing extremely weak and egiddy Im- 
mediately the zoo veterinarian was 
summoned Fortunately, he chanced 
to be very nea! Ten minutes later he 
had arrived and injected one tube of

talico serum. Here we have Dr. Sta- 
ley's report: 

“At 10:05 a. m. (15 minutes after 
the bite) the entire arm was paining 
him greatly and there were shooting 
pains in the left side of the chest, ra- 
diating toward the heart. He com- 
plained of severe headache also, lim- 
ited to the top of the head. The fin- 
ger began to swell immediately after 
the bite and to show a dark discolor- 
ation. The swelling progressed rapid- 
ly to the hand and up the fore- 
arm and arm. I arrived at 10:10 
a. m., 20 minutes after the ac- 
cident had taken place. As I en- 
tered the room I did not have to be 
told what had happened.

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MOTORBUS — one 
of the new parlor- 
car type—left Kan- 
sas City one night, 
late last November, 
bound for St. 
Louis. It carried 
18 passengers and 
the chauffeur, 
closed off in his 
separate compartment. The motorbus 
sped along through the night. It 
was on its last lap. The chauffeur 
kept to his work, busy with the 
road ahead of him. A strong tail 
wind was blowing. Then, Warrenton, 
Missouri, and only 60 more miles to 
St. Louis. 

The chauffeur pulled into the bus 
station at Warrenton and stopped his 
car; there was a 15-minute rest period 
due there. He snapped on the lights 
in the passenger compartment behind, 
got out, opened the doors. And he 
saw his 18 passengers sitting with 
heads bowed, as though in sleep. But 
it waan't sleep. It was carbon mon- 
oxide, that tasteless, odorless enemy, 
that has come upon us in this motor- 
driven age. 

Doors and windows were thrown 
open, and the passengers gotten out 
of the bus. Presently 16 of them re- 
vived. But two of them, a man and 
a boy, were hurried to hospitals. Their 
cases did not appear to be serious. 
They recovered. 

What had happened? The strong 
tall wind, it was believed, had forced 
the fumes from the exhaust back into 
the bus as it hurried along. The mo- 
torbus company in queation at once 
announced that the exhaust pipes on 
its busses would be changed to run 
to the roofs of its cars. 

Early this year a motorbus on a 
different line, coming from Memphis 
to St. Louis, arrived here one morning 
to find one of its passengers dead, ap- 
parently from monoxide gas, and three 
others ill. There were about 20 other 
passengers in the vehicle who were not 
bothered. 

During the last year six persons in 
St. Louis and St. Louis County accli- 
dentally lost their lives, in their ga- 
rages, from the fumes of this gas.

such friendly and harmless things as 
charcoal, coal, diamonds and many 
foods, and is an essential constituent 
of sugars and starches. The other part 
of the gas is oxygen, which by itself 
is, of course, an important part of the 
air we breathe and the water we drink. 

The chemical combination of these 
substances forms the death gas, car- 
bon monoxide. Yet the addition of 
one more invisible atom of oxygen 
changes the death gas to the inert and 
harmless gas called carbon dioxide. 

Every time carbon-containing fuels 
such as coal, wood, gasoline and nat- 
ural and manufac- 
tured gas are 
burned without 
enough oxygen or 
air for complete 
combustion, car- 
bon monoxide is 
formed. Plenty of 
oxygen must be 
present, either as 
oxygen gas or in 
the air, so that 
the carbon can 
pick up two atoms of oxygen and so 
form the harmless carbon  diox- 
ide. Manufactured gas may contain 
anywhere from 10 to 30 per cent 
of carbon monoxide gas. Automobile 
exhaust gas contains an average of 
seven per cent 

Large amounts of carbon monoxide 
are fatal to those who breathe it, but 
in small amounts it has no lasting 
effect on the health or mind of persons 
exposed to it, the United States Bureau 
of Mines and the United States Pub-

lack of oxygen. Hemoglobin, the red 
coloring matter of the blood, has a 
strong affinity for the deadly gas. 
When carbon monoxide gets into the 
blood stream the hemoglobin throws 
out its precious oxygen in order to 
unite with the death gas. Then the 
tissues of the body get a smaller and 
smaller supply of oxygen from the 
body, and after a time they have not 
enough oxygen to live. 

Exercise or any physical exertion 
increases the need for oxygen. That 
is why death from carbon monoxide 
poisoning comes more quickly when 
the victim exerts himself in his strug- 
gle to escape. 

In rescuing a person who has been 
exposed to a large amount of the fatal! 
gas, the practice is to carry him to 
safety and keep him from exerting 
himself as much as possible. ‘‘Car- 
bogen’’—--a combination of oxygen and 
carbon dioxide—-or fresh air if ‘‘car- 
bogen” is not available, should be 
given him to breathe, so that the im- 
poverished tissues can replenish their 
supply of oxygen as the carbon mon- 
oxide is gradually driven from the 
blood. 

If the patient is found unconscious 
he should be given artificial respira- 
tion. This and the ‘‘carbogen"”’ should 
be continued for several hours if nec- 
essary.

A very few minutes’ exposure to 
large amounts of carbon monoxide gas 
will kill a man unless he is discovered 
and given proper treatment at once. 
The amount of the blood’s hemoglobin 
that is combined with carbon monox- 
ide determines when death will] occur. 

This varies somewhat with the indi- 
vidual, but in general a man will have 
a headache when one-fifth of the hem- 
oglobin is combined with the deadly 
gas. When 35 per cent or more hemo- 
globin {is combined with carbon mon- 
oxide he will become unconscious. 
Death occurs when 70 to 80 per cent 
of the hemoglobin is combined. 

Small amounts of carbon monoxide 
may not prove fatal, but they may 
cause definite symptoms and not a lit- 
tle distress and even disability to 
work. Headache across the forehead, 
nausea and dizziness are among the 
chief symptoms of carbon monoxide 
poisoning. 

Prolonged exposure or slightly high- 
er concentrations may result in loss of 
consciousness. In acute cases that may 
result in death, loss of consciousness 
occurs very quickly—sometimes be- 
fore the victim realizes his danger. 


HE greatest number of carbon 
monoxide deaths in one series 
reported were due to gas from 
rasoline engines running in inclosed 
places, particularly to running auto- 
mobile motors in cold garages. 

Imperfect connections and poor con- 
struction or adjustment of gas stoves, 
light burners and heaters in homes 
cause many deaths every year. The 
gas heater in a small room is a big 
menace because in small rooms where 
windows and doors are tightly closed 
and several people are breathing, the 
supply of oxygen quickly becomes dan- 
gerously low. Then even aie small 
amount of carbon monoxide is fatal, 
as it ig lack of oxygen that really 
causes death, and not excess of car- 
bon monoxide. Winter months always 
see a big increase in deaths from this 
cause. Gas stoves and heaters are dan- 
gerous only when they are improperly 
connected and people are careless 
about ventilation. 

The latest study of the Public 
Health Service and the Bureau of 
Mines was made in an effort to deter- 
mine whether long exposures to smal] 
amounts of the gas would have any il! 
effects on the average person or cause 
permanent damage to the body tissues.
